POSITION IN CORK, 
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WARM WELCOME AWAITS ARMY. 


A gentleman who holds a high position in the 
civic life of Cork reached Dublin vesterday by 
travelling vi Liverpool. He gave a reporter 
details of what is believed to be the exact 
strength of the Irregulars who are now operat- 
ing in the Province of Munster. He said that 
it was estimated that the Irregulars here num- 
ber many thousands, who are fully armed and 
equipped with rifles and machine guns. At 
present they are scattered over the country, 
but his opinion was that they would endeavour 
to evade capture and fall back in a body to 
make a stand at Cork. ; 

When he left the city two days ago only

PUBLIC AND PROFESSIONAL 
INTERESTS. 


Professional secrecy was the first matter of 
outstanding interest to the genera] public dis- 
cussed at the opening session yesterday of the 
British Medical Association’s ninetieth annual 
Congress in Glasgow, and a policy was laid 
gown as to future action in support of doctors 
who refuse to divulge in the witness box the 
confidences communicated to them by their 
patients in the privacy of their consulting 
rooms. 

Dr. R. Wallace Henry, of Leicester, presided 
over an attendance of about 200 members. of 
the Representative Body, and after a morning 
devoted to questions of organisation, the meet- 
ing gave the greater part of the afternoon to a 


King, the Admiralty consider it desirable to 
issue the following brief statement of the facts: 


(1). The exercise was in no sense novel, and

Moreover, as is unavoidable in all peace 
exercises the fleet offered an unresisting target 
to the aircraft, whose attack was undisturbed 
by any counter-offensive action, whether by 
the interference of the fleet, aircraft, gunfire 
from the light cruiser and destroyer screens, 
or heavy jum and anti-aircraft gunfire (com- 


1 bined with splash barrages) from ships in the 


battleline. 

(4). The aircraft were thus allowed to de- 
velop to the full their offen.ive, whilst the fleet 
was debarred from defending itself in any 
way. In spite of these favourable conditions 
the number of hits obtained in the battle line 
was small and of minor tactical importance. 

(5). Throughout the operation the pilots of the 
attacking aircraft showed skill and dash in the 
handling of their machines, but, as already in- 
dicated, conditions were so unreal that no prac. 
tical Féssons affecting the security of the fleet 


can properly be deduced from these exercises.

UNITED STATES SUPPORT. 


Mr. Michael Collins, Commander-in-Chief of 
the Irish Army, has received the following 
letter from Mr. J. F. Shea on behalf of the 
O’Meagher Condon Council, American Friends 
of Ireland, of Indian Orchard, Ludlow, and 
North Wilbraham :— 


United States and in France in regard to the 
suggestions that the British debt to the 
United States should be funded, and 
that European inuter-Allied —indebLednéss 
should be extinguished, concurrently with 
a reduction of the maximum German 
reparation debt to 4 manageable total. 
Whether or not, as one important American 
journal hints, the American people might 
eventually reduce European indebtedness to 
them im return for an equivalent which might 
be “ the very purpose for which the money was 
originally loaned,” is a matter for the people 
of the United States to scttle. That purpose, 
it declares, was to “help towards a lasting 
eace on earth.“ We have no doubt whatever 
hat if, and when, the American recple. are 
convinced that the European nations who were 
their allies during the war are engaged in an 
honest effort to solve European problems in 
a spirit of concord, and with a far-sighted 
moderation not disjoined from justice, they will 
wish to lend a band in the great work, in so 
fer as their own circumstances may permit.

YOUNG SOLDIER’S DEATH. 


Yesterday Dr. Byrne, Dublin City Ooroner, 
held an inquest at the Mater Hospital on the 
body of Patrick N aged 20, of thé 
National! forces, Ballinasloe Barracks, who died 
in hospital on July 19th. It appeared that 
while he was on ite in Ballinasloe several 
bombs were thrown, and he received wounds 
to the head which proved fatal. : 
Captain Michael Cleary stated that Hartigan 
was a private and unmarried. witness was 
not present when Hartigan was wounded, but 
nad been informed by one of his men that 
Hartigan had been struck by a bomb. It was 
not known who threw it. 

Dr. McLoughlin stated that when Hartigan 
was admitted to the hospital he was uncon- 
scious, and was suffering from paralysis of the 
right side. There was a punctured wound on 
the upper part of his forehead about a quarter 
of an inch in diameter, and the scull was 
fractured. There were other injuries less 
serious on his body. Death was due te shock 
following the laceration of the brain. 

A verdict was found in accordance with the 
evidence of the doctor, the jury adding that 
death was caused by some person or persons 
unknown, 


SHOP ASSISTANT SHOT, 


Last evening the Dublin City Coroner held an 
inquest in the Meath Hospital on the body of 
Margaret King, aged 18, draper’s assistant, who 
was shot and, fatally wounded on the previous 
evening while she was walking, accompanied by 
her sister Ellen, along the South Circular road 
towards their home at Rehoboth place, 
Dolphin’s Barn,

PUBLISHING A ‘SERMON. 


NEWRY EDITOR FINED £20. 


At_a Special Court in Newry yesterday, be- 
fore Mr. W. Gore Moriarty, R. M., and Major J. 
D. McCollum, D.. O., R. M., District Inspector 
Fletcher summoned Alexander Fisber, chairman 
of the Newry Telearaph Co, Lid. James 
Brown, editor, and Thomas John Brown, his 
brother, manager, for (1) publishing in the issue 
of the 17th June of the Newry Telegraph reports 
that were likely to interfere with the success of 
the police force acting for the preservation of 
the peace and the maintenance of order in 
Northern Ireland. 

Mr. H. H Mussen, Crown Solicitor, who pros- 
secuted, said that the authorities regarded the 
case as a yery serious one. The publication 
which was complained of arose out of a sermon 
which was delivered by the Rev. James Clarke. 
C. C., Camlough, on the occasion of the funeral 
of one of the Lislea victims. The words that 
were complained of in the sermon were 

“That was a fearful state of affairs. This 
was done with the connivance of those who 
were supposed to govern them—-those wretched 
scoundrels in uniform, supported and paid by 
the British Government, those wretched 
scoundrels, many of whom never did a day's 
work in their hfe; those were the scoundrels 
who treated their Catholic people in that 
manner. They (the people) had a right to live 
in their own country. They were Irishmen and 
Irish Catholics, and it was for the people to say 
that they would not tolerate this state of 
affairs, and he would be very much surprised 
if they did not show it in an emphatic manner.” 

Head Constable Henry deposed to the pur- 
chase of a copy of the paper containing the re- 
port on the 17th June from the editor, who in 
a signed statement admitted responsibility for 
the report, which he said was brought in by 
his reporter, Mr. McLaughlin, as he was 
leaving to catch the 7.10 p.m. train te Warren- 
point. The report was not finished at the time, 
and he merely glanced at the introduction, Hé 
was fully conscious that the publication of the 
offending paragraph was indisereet, and re- 
gretted that an unfortunate slip had been made. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Campbell, the witness 
said that Mr. Brown told him that Mr, Fisher 
had nothing to do with the running of the 
paper. Except at election times, when, accord. 
ing to the agreement that had been entered 
into between himself and his brother and Mr. 
Fisher, the latter reserved the right to free 
space in the news columns. 

In opening the defenee, Mr. Campbell said

RAILWAY CLERKS’ CASE. 


Mr. J. T. O Farrell, Irish Secretary of the 
Railway Clerks’ Association, said that he repre- 
gented nearly 100 per cent. of the etation- 
masters, goods agents, and clerks (male and 
female), and a — a gr ss du Sagan 
supervisors employ y the. Irish co nies 
and the Irish Railway Clearing House. The 
total number of these grades was 4,100—namely, 
stationmasters and goods agent 809; clerks 
(male), 2,599; clerks (female), 441: supervisors, 
256. The witness outlined fe duties of the 
different grades, and gave details of pre-war 
rates of pay and conditions of service, and 
thus passed on to the period of the war bonus 
arrangements and national agreements during 
the time of State control. In August, 1919, the 
first attempt was made to standardise salaries 
and conditions, the agreements providing for a 
raising of the basic salary rates and the absorp- 
tion thereby of the existing war bonus or part 
of it. Any of the bonus not absorbed was 
treated as a “floating bonus,” and had since 
been: completely .eliminated by the two-fold pro- 
cess of 50 per cent. absorption in salary incre- 
mente falling due, and by reductions in accord- 
ance with the fall in the cost of living. It was 
almost universally contended that the cost of 
living in Ireland for some time past had been 
higher than the figure quoted the British 
Board of Trade monthly returns. 

It was the definite policy of the Railway 
Clerks’ Association that national questions, such 
as rates of pay, hours of duty, and general 
conditions of service, must be dealt with in a 
national manner between the unions and the 
railway authorities. This was absolutely neces- 
sary if the principle of standardisation was to 
be maintained. Through Conciliation Boards 
employés could materially assist in actual work- 
ing, as the result of their practical experience 
and immediate touch with locé] requirements. 
Properly constituted Boards or Councils, on 
which both sides were equally represented, 
would undoubtedly be of much assistance, and 

the means of obviating many sectional 
stoppages, as well as removing a great deal of 
bitterness which was bound to develop because 
of possible misunderstandings between both 
sides. The system of Railway Councils agreed 
upon for the English railways seemed to be a 
very sensible and. satisfactory one. The adop- 
tion of a similar scheme, with certain agreed 
modifications necessary to meet the special con- 
ditions in Ireland, would help in smoothing over 
many difficulties in connection with which fric- 
tion arose under present conditions. 

The Railway Clerks’ Association, the other 
railway trade unions, and the overwhelming 
majority of the organised Irish workers had re- 
peatediy affirmed their emphatic opinion the“ 
the only satisfactory and practical solution of 
the Trish railway problem was to be found in 
complete nationalisation. This vital public ser- 
vice,-which stood in very much the same rela- 
tion to a community as the arteries to the 
human body, 13 not be left to private 
enterprise, worked. primarily and entirely for 
‘profit, any more than the means of national de- 
ence, the Post ee, the telegraphs, and the 
public highways. Nationalisation under one 
system would obviously effect considerable sav- 
ings in administration, as well as improving 
the services at present rendered. With the 
railways under the control of a paternal Govern- 
ment it was bard to believe the development of 
the industrial resources of the country would be 
retarded. The amalgamation of railway work- 
shops, though perhaps involving a considerable 
initial delay, would undoubtedly ultimately 
effect very considerable saving, and with the 
introduction of up-to-date machinery, enabling 
the whole of the rolling stock from the railways 
to be manufactured in Ireland, would give con- 
siderable and additional employment.

MURDER VERDICTS. 
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SEVERAL INOUESTS IN

A number of inquests were held by the Bel- 
fas, City Coroner yesterday on victims of the 
recent ehootings.

men jumped on the van that he was driving 
and shot him. 

His mother stated that he made a dying 
statement that the men called*on him to halt, 
but thinking it to be what he described as 
“the usual joke,” he did not stop the van. 
One of them said: “I know you, my boy,“ 
and, producing revolvers, they deliberately fired 
point-blank. 

A lieutenant of the C1 Special Constabulary 
deposed to having called a parade of workers 
in a yard near the tene of the murder. It 
was, however, unsuccessful, the assassins hav- 
ing evidently escapert. 

Dr. C. P. Robinson. Mater Hospital, said 
that death occurred a few hours after the 
shooting. It was due to bullets which entered 
the chest and spine. 

The shooting of Cecilia Cairns, of 16la York 
street, was also investigated. 

It appeared that an 20th June several young 

men entered the shop and deliberately shot her, 
death occurring next day. 
The other victims who were the subjects of 
inquests were >—Patrick Ward (66), a publican,

SHOOTING AFFAIR AT 
RATHFARNHAM. 


EVIDENCE AT THE INQUEST. 


A man, who made his way into the residence 
of the Hon. Hamon Massey, Killakee House, 
Rathfarnham, County Dublin, late on Wednes- 
day night, was found dead in the study of the 
house in the early hours of yesterday morning. 
The body was not identified for some time, but 
later the man’s name was made known at an 
inquest which was held yesterday afternoon in 
the Rathmines Town Hall. It was then stated 
that the man came to the house near midnight 
on W y, and demanded money, and that 
Mr. Massey gave him £5. The man refused to 

, and became violent, and in a scuffle which 
followed the man was shot. 


THE INQUEST. 


Dr. Brennan, Coroner for South County 
Dublin, held an inquest yesterday on the body 
of Anthony Walsh, of Piperstown, Tallaght. 

Mr. Lynam appeared on behalf of the 
Government, and Mr. E. H. Burne ‘instructed by 
Mr. G. M. Meares) appeared i:r the Hon. 
Hamon Massey, who was in the court. 

Annie Walsh identified the remains as those 
of her brother, whom she last saw alive about a 
fortnight before. i : i 

In reply to Mr. Burne, she said that she did 
not know where he lived in the éity. He was 
a traveller, but she did not know for whom he 
travelled. She did not know why he should be 
at Killakee on the night of the shooting. 

Police Officer James Hughes stated that in- 
formation reached him on the previous evening 
of a man having been shot at Killakee House. 
With Police Officer Lynch he visited the place, 
and found the body lying in the study of the 
house. In the head there was a bullet wound 
on the left hand side, and one under the arm 
on the left side. . 

In reply to Mr. Burne, the witness said tha 
there was a very small hand lamp in the room, 
which would only suffice to light half of 
it, or less. here was a money 
safe in the room, and the body was 
about three yards from it. In a bookcase in 
the study there was a bullet mark about a Am 
feet from the floor. A large six-chamber 
Webley revolver with two empty shells, one 
misfired shell, and one blank, was handed by 
Mr. Massey to him. The witness was not 
aware that Mr. Massey had a considerable sum 
of money in the safo, but he was very distr 
and suffering from shock when he saw him. 

Lieutenant Kinsella, Criminal Investigation 
Department, Oriel House, corroborated. Mr. 
Massey, he said, was in a state of great distress 
over the occurrence. 

Mr. Burne said that Mrs. Massey, who was 
also in a distressed condition, had come down 
at her own wish to help to throw some light 
on sad occurrence.

BELFAST LINEN TRADE. 


STEADY IMPROVEMENT. 


The Belfast linen industry hag apparently 
reached the bottom of the recent depression, 
and is now on the up grade. There are many 
indications that the long-expected revival in 
buying has commenced. — For a considerable 
time during the period of — prices buyers 
were purchasing goods in small quantities to 
meet pressing demands. The stocks are now 
low and need to be replenished. The price of 
cotton goods has advanced, and cotton prices 
generally react upon linen, but the most im- 
portant factor is probably ‘the fear of a famine 
in raw material. 


higher prices. Consequently buyers are now 
convinced that prices have reached the lowest 
int possible under present conditions, and 
— are rushing in to buy. Reports from the 
flax-growing centres show that the Irish area 
under flax this year is not expected to exceed 
20,000 acres, a very small area compared with 
the 143,355 acres in 1918, and the average of 
recent years of 60,000 acres. The Continental 
crop is also short, and it is reported that both 
French and Dutch growers are being offered 
high prices for growing flax by Belgian spinners, 
who are also operating forward in Russian flax.

As a pure Philistine where art is con- 
cerned, 1 frankly admit thet, when a man is 
mentioned to me as having the artistic tempera- 
mont, it conveys to me the idea, not that he 

a man who produces beauty, or even admires 

more than the common run of men, but that 

is endeavouring to exploit it commercially. 
world has come to understand the phrase 
that sense. If you say that So- 
has the artistic temperament, your 
carers understand, not that he is a good musi- 
an or a first-rate painter, but that he will 
rrow & sovereign off you on the most casual 

juaintance and never pay it back again. I 
know several real poets, and in every case their 
outstanding virtue is a genius for making a 
living by selling a commodity which, superior 
as it may be of its kind, is in very little de- 
mand, These men have not the artistic tem- 
perament. They are quite satisfied with their 
own wives, and they do not borrow sovereigns 
ccept from the bank, which justly regards their 
eredit as sound. They like admiration—which 
us does not P—and they permit themselves to 
aticinate in the more unimpeachable temples of 
art. But they do not allow themselves to be 
flattered into indiscreet postures, and they send 
out no chickens from their intellectual hen-runs 
that they are not willing to have return to 
roost. 

But the best of poets utter a false note now’ 

| then. The phrase has a meretricious ring 
and they let it pass because they are too tender- 
hearted to slay their puniest. offepring, or be- 
canse, just as the knife is about to strike, their 
wife comes in and says that the chops are on 
the table. There are poets who really combine 
the gift of golden tongues with the artistic 
temperament. With these the beauty of phrase 
is everything, the truth of the observation a 
matter of no importance. Keats is a case in 
soint. Beauty,“ he observed, “is truth: 
truth beauty.” They are, of course, nothing of 
the kind. If they were, Keats never would have 
been regarded as a great poet; for, though he 
was a master of beautiful language, 
succeeded in clothing the truth in 
thing of beauty is a joy for ever” :

Leaving Off. 


It might be thought that this message of 
hope and glory—this new beginning that is the 
phoenix newly risen from the ashes of the old 
end—should properly be symbolised by the 
dawn. It is not, and the reason is not that we 
are not on the spot to draw the necessary 
deductions. The old end and the new begin- 
ning are generally synchronous. But if they 


are not—if there is an emotional hiatus—it is 


the end that counts. If the sunset were not 
what it is—if it were liable to happen at any 
time of the day—it would have no ssthetic 
message for us. That does not mean that it 
would necessarily have no esthetic value. Fire- 
works and the aurora borealis have plenty of 
esthetic interest, but they would not come 
within Keats’s definition a beauty. 

“Writ on a ruined temple in Cashmere: 
“The end is nothing and the end is here!“ 
Another good poet gone wrong; for the end is 
everything and the first thing that man should 
give thanks for is that nothing lasts for ever. 
If there is any outstanding tragedy in life, it 
is not that the end comes, but that man, poor, 
trail vain slave of his arteries, does not know 
when to leave off. A nightingale that forgot to 
go South when the first rustle of Pomona’s 
trailing garments was heard in the fields would 
be a tragedy. The belated rose, opening its sad 
petals to the bleak autumnal) airs, is every bit 
as tragic as the whooping sopranos of thirty 
years ago were in the habit of declaring. These 
accidents are rare in Nature, which severely 
discourages misplaced effort. It is the human 
nightingales that keep whooping long after the 
branches, or rather, the benches, are bare and 
song itself has almost become an offence. It is 
the human rose that, with tragic effrontery, 
bares its frost-bitten petals to the unapprecia- 
tive winds when blossom-time has become a 
memory. We learn many things at our 
mother's knee, many things at school, and more 
still in the hard campus of the National Uni- 
versity of Experience. But the one thing that 
nobody ever teaches us—to the importance 
of which no syllabus draws our earnest atten- 
tion—is the art of knowing when to leave off. 

So it comes about that of all the productive 
effort of society more than half is contributed 
by the man who is past his best. Half the 
light of the world is contributed by guttering 
candles. Art is a theatre in which the young 
men cannot find standing room in the pit be- 
cause the old men have all gone to sleep in the 
stalls. If the world were more inexorable, if 
it would hiss its faded ingénues instead of say- 
ing, By Jove, you should have seen her in 
1872!” it would be better for all parties con- 
cerned; for, though all of us, sooner or later, 
grow too old or too stale to continue, we are 
never too old to start something fresh. The 
only dog that requires poisoning is the one that 
declares himself too old to learn new tricks; 
but thank God for the man who can make his 
last bow before the fire has gone from him, the 
master than can write Fine to the master- 
— and not to the sequel, the artist who 

nows when to lay aside his brushes no less 
than the chef who knows when to lay aside the 
basting-spoon. 

For these the sunset of life has no 
tragedy. They lie down to sleep, and, if 
they wake, it is to the dawn of new endeavour.

Then, when he was about 20 years of age, he 
painted his first great picture.

Those familiar with Irish history will remem- 
ber that Siw Arthur Wellesley, afterwards 
famous as the Duke of Wellington, was Chief 
Secretary for Treland in 1809, and he announced 
that for the future the school would be entirely 
maintained by Parliament. No doubt, his great 
83 interest secured this happy result. 
ellington was a far-seeing statesman, 
and - though he bore the reputation 
of opposing all amelioration in the 
soldiers’ pay, and held that the less they were 
given the better, he had always the interest of 
the Army at t.

NATIONAL GALLERY OF IRELAND. 


A meeting of the Board of Governors and 
Guardians of the National Gallery of Ireland 
was held yesterday. There were present :-—Sir 
Hutcheson Pos, Bart., C. B.; R. Orpen, R. H. A.;

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nifies the old church. Chapelizod means the 
chapel of Isolde; while Stillorgan is named after 
the founder of its first church, Lorgan, or, as 
he is more commonly known, Laurence O’Toole, 
the famous Archbishop of Dublin. 

There is an Irish word, DromAnach, which, 
many years ago, only signified Sunday; then 
it came to be applied to churches which were 
founded by St. Patrick on Sunday; and later 
this name was applied to any church. This 
word is found in the first half of Donny- 
bróok, and so we are able to discover that 
this name means “the church by the river,” 
i.e., the Dodder. 

K very common delusion about the Phoenix 
as regards the name of Dublin’s Park, is that 
it has something to do with the bird of that 
name. To complete the delusion, in 1745 the 
Eart of Chesterfield erected in the Park a pillar 
with the figure of a phasnix on the top of it; 
and so now most Dublin people think that th 
Park received its name from that pillar. This 
notion is entirely wrong, for the word is only a 
corruption of the Gaelic “ fionn-wisg”’ (feenisk), 
which means clear or limpid water. It was 
originally the name of the beautiful and trans-

A meadow is sometimes designated in Irish 
by the word ciuain. This latter occurs in the 
earlier half of Ctontarf (Ir. Cluaintarbh—i.c., 
the meadow of the bulls), in Clondalkin (r. 
Cluaindoleain, Dolcan's meadow) and in Clon- 
skeagh (the meadow of the white-thorn bushes). 

In one of the early centuries an old an 
chief named Naeidhe (Nee) settled on the 
banks of a streamlet which winds in a pretty 
glen through the grounds of Delville, in Glas- 
nevin. From him the streamlet was called 
Glasnacidhen—i.e., Naeidhe’s stream: and 
gradually the name comprised the village, its 
original application being now f tten. Later 
it was modernised into the form Glasnevin. 

The name Terenure is composed of two Irish 
words, tir and subhar (pf. yure), connected by 
the definite article an. Tir denotes the land 
and tubhar, a common word in local nomencla- 
ture (.., Newry), signifies the yew tree. 

EN the last, few years there has been, as 
is well known, a tendency to eliminate names 
of English origin, and to rep'ace them with 
others of Irish origin. Who can tell to what 
extent this tendency, which early altered Kings- 
town to Dunleary, will effect abiding and wide- 
spread changes in the place-names of Dublin 
and also of Ireland. :

Yet some- 
ing somehow urged me in all cases to undergo 
the drudgery of decipherment and meticulous 
tranecription. (What a nuisance I must have 
proved to that omniscient and ever-courteous 
official, Mr. Herbert Wood, when I found my- 
self—as often happened—on the horns of a 
dilemma!) Not having taken thought, there is 
little credit to me, but I am unfeignedly 
thankful that my labours have resulted in some 
slight mitigation of the appalling loss of our 
national archives. 

Of these unpublished transcriptions, six are of 
of petitions presented to the Irish Parliament in 
1779-1780 in opposition to a consummately 
selfish manceuvre that was then considerably 
exercising the public mind.

“That the Chief Magistrate of Dublin has 
been for Ages the Civil and Military Governor 
of this Metropolis, and as such has Lycenced all 
Plays, Interludes, and Pastimes within his 
Liberty for the Entertainment of the Publick, 
when the proper otlicers of the said city, by his 
Directions and under his Authority, constantly 
attend to preserve the Peace of the said City, 
and to prevent Tumults and Riotts. 

That your Petitioners conceive that the 
passing said Heads of a bill into a Law will be 
highly Derogatory to the Rights and Priviledges 
of the Citizens of Dublin by depriving their 
Chief Magistrate of a power which has been se 
long exercised. And that for no Demerit 
whatsoever and may be drawn into precedent

That there does not appear any apparent 
necessity for the said law, as His Majesty 
exercises a power by his Paitentee, the Master 
of the Revills, to lycenco a Royal Theatre 
wherever he may think proper.

THOMAS DAVIS. 
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Hogan's Famous Statue. 


. 
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T is not generally known that Hogan's 
beautiful statue of Thomas Davis is at 
present housed in the Mortuary Chapel at 
Mount Jerome. The chapel is open to the 
public, and it, will well repay a visit to 

inspect this masterpiece, which is considered by 
many people to be the great Irish sculptor’s 
finest work. : 

How it came about that, the statue has found 

such an uncanny resting place will be briefly 
told. In 1846, one year after the death of 
Davis, the sum of £1,000 was subscribed by his 
admirers to perpetuate his memory, and Hegan 
was commussioued to make a statue of the Net 
in white marble.
